PEOPLE OF MARTINIQUE LIVE IN 
CONSTANT TERROR. 


Further Loss of Life Has Occurred and 
Many Persons Are I1s:prisoned by 
Flowing Streams of Lava—Sad Con- 
dition of Refugees. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMFS.) 

POINT-A-PITRE, May 22.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch] Mont Pelee continues 
to menace the existence of the entire 
island of Martinique. Without cessa- 
tion it has been in eruption § since 
Monday. A neu ‘crater has opened 
on the north side of the volcano, and 
from this lava pours in a broad 
stream down to the sea. This crater 
is probably the result of a terrific ex- 
plosion that occurred early Tuesday 
morning, when the pent-up forces 
seemed to rive the mountain from 
base to summit. 

It is now known that there has 
been further loss of life, and what is 
more di@wessing, a large number of 
persons, mostly women and children, 
are imprisoned by lava streams which 
surround them. It is impossible for 
assistance to be rendered to them by 
human beings, and nothing less than 
a miracle can save them from the 
awful death which confroats them. 

These unfortunates are at Grande 
Riviere. They were cut off from es- 
cape when Mont Pelee resumed its 
labors Monday. The last outburs: 
from the volcano swept away al) 
roads, filled river channels @# that 
it set bridges afloat carrying them 
upon its surface until they were con- 
sumed, and reaching the sea coast, 
spread through crevasses a bubbling 
mass so hot as to be almost nean 
descent. In this way have the wo- 
men and children at Riviere been sur- 
rounded. Efforts have been made tu 
reach them, and though they can de 
seen pleading for deliverance, it is 
impossible to give them ald. 

Their supply of food is limited, it 
not wholly exhausted, and starvat.on, 
if not a more terrible fate, confronts 
them. Gradually but steadily the 
rivers of lava are spreading. and if 
the eruption increases a wave of 
molten fMmaterial- will sweep away the 
doomed victims. 

Usine Vive has been destroyed, as 
has Le Carbet, where twenty soldiers 
perished. Many Inhabitants of the 
village are also believed to have been 
lost, but it is impossible to tell the 
number. 

In all Martinique conditions are im- 
possible to describe. Although Pelee 
has been leas ugly since Tuesday, it 
stil] presents an appearance that is 
far from reassuring. Gun-like re- 
ports are heard at lrregular intervals, 
and after each report the mountain 
top trembles, while some cleft in the 
summit pours out a fresh stream 
lava.

NEW YORK, May 22.—The West In- 
dian newspapers containing accounte 
of the voleanic outbreak began to 
reach New, York today. The following 
are extracts from the Voice of &t. 
Lucia, printed at Castries, St. Lucia, 
May 8: 

“Mont Pelee in the last days of Apr 
began to show signs of uneasiness. On 
May 3 it began to throw out dense 
volumes of smoke, and at midnight 
belched out flames, accompanied by 
rumbling noises. At 5:30 a.m. flames 
were again v@gible, and similar noises 
were audible. At the foot of Mont 
Pelee are the villages of Precheur and 
Ft. Philome. The inhabitants were 
thrown into the greatest consternation 
by the sights and sounds of the la- 
boring mountain, especially by the 
darkening of the sky by volumes of 
thick smoke and the clouds of ashes 
which began to fall. There was an 
exodus from all the districts. The 
town of St. Pierre was, on the morn- 
ing of last Saturday, covered with a 
layer of ashes about one-quarter of an 
inch thick and appeared ag though en- 
veloped in a fog. The mountain was 
invisible, being wrapped in the smoke 
which isebed from it. The greatest 
anxiety prevailed and all business was 
suspended. 

“A very anxious morning was passed 
at Martinique, May 4. Thanks, how- 
ever, to a sea breeze about 11 a.m., the 
situation then appeared better, but 
as the breeze died away at sunset a 
large quantity of ashes again began 
to fall, and the mountain and its en- 
virong presented a most dismal spec- 
tacle, causing much alarm as to what 
the night would bring forth. Noth- 
ing happened, however, and on Monday 
morning, May 5, although everything 
was not quite serene, the aspect was 
decidedly encouraging. Less excitement 
prevalied. 

“At about 9 a.m. on the morning of 
the 6th, a private telegram was re- 
ceived from Martinique, advising that, 
the Plissoneau family had chartered 
the steamer Topaz, one of the boate 
of the Compagne Girard, and had 
started for St. Lucia at 5 a.m. 

“At about II o'clock, the Topaz ar- 
rived with its passengers. They re- 
ported that at noon on Monday, May 5. 
a stream of burning gas had suddenly 
rushed down the southwestern slope of 
the mountain, and following the course 
of Riviere Blanche, the bed of which 
is dry at this season of the year, had 
overwhelmed everything which ob- 
structed its tremendous rush to the 
sea. Estates and dug were cov- 
erel by the flery wave, which appeared 
to rive to a height of some twenty feet 
over an area of nearly a quarter of a 
mile. When the torrent had poured 
itself into the sea, it was found that 
the Gueria sugar factory, situated on 
the beach near the mouth of the Ri- 
viere Blanche, some five miles distant 
from the mountain and two from St. 
Pierre, was entirely embedded in lava, 
the tall chimney alone being. visible. 
The burning maes of liquid had taken 
only three minutes from the time it 
was first perceived to reach the sea, 
four miles away.

Bishop Thoburn said that he visited 
Manila for two weeks in March, 1899, 
and again in March, 1900, for one week. 
When the witness said he thought the 
United States were in the Philippines 
under circumstances which would not 
permit them to leave, Senator Dubois 
objected and asked for a statement as 
to the moral and intellectual capacity 
of the Filipinos. 

“In many " replied the wit- 
ness, “they are. like the American In- 
dians. There is no coherence among 
them. They are divided into tribes and 
the biggest men among them is gener- 
ally recognised as a Sultan. They are 
bright and quick, but not profound, 
and I am afraid they are treacherous.” 

nator Beveridge brought out the 
fdct that the witness had resided for 
forty-three years in the Straits Settle- 
ment, and asked him for his opinion of 
the capacity of the Malay for self- 
government. 

“I think they are very defective,” he 
said. “It would be a crime, in my 
opinion, to remove the present Amer- 
ican restraints in the Pi@ippines.”’

DIAMOND ROCK AFLAME.

State Dinner Given at While 
House in Honor of 
ihe Visitors.

WASHINGTON, May 22.—Surrounded 
by the members of his Cabinet and by 
officials high in all the branches of 
the government, the President today 
received as the guests of the nation 
ie distinguished Frenchmen sent by 
Prsident Loubet to take part in the 
Rochambeau exercises. The arrival in 
the city of the bDriiliantly-uniformed 
French army and navy officers and 
their ‘escort through Pennsylvania 
avenue by a troop of United States 
cavalrymen, gave picturesque interest 
to the occasion and to this was added 
the international significance of an ex- 
tremely cordial exchange of greetings 
between the representatives of the two 
nations. After the President's recep- 
tion at the White House the French 
visitors exchanged calls with members 
of the Cabinet and Lieut.-Gen. Miles 
and Admiral Dewey. ‘This afternoon 
they journeyed to Mt. Vernon, where 
Gen. Brugere of the French army 
placed a laurel wreath on tbe tomb of 
Washington, and the Count de Rocham- 
beau planted a tree taken from the bat- 
tleground of Yorktown. 

A state dinner was given at the 
White House tonight by President and 
Mrs. Roosevelt in honor of the distin- 
guished visitors.

HOAR’'S DRAMATIC PROTEST. 
Considefation of the Philippine Gov- 
ernment Bil then wag resumed, Mr. 
Hoar addressing the Senate in oppo- 
sition to the policy of the administra- 
tion in the Philippines. 

“You are fighting for or ; 
he said. “You are fighting for th 

principle of eternal dominion over that 
people, and that is the only question 
in issue in the conflict.“ 

When it had been determined to re- 
sort to force in the Philippines, he 
said, the government took upon itself 
the natural consequences of that de- 
cision. The result of the confilct of 
arms of such a character inevitably 
was that there would be cruelty on 
one side and retaliation cruelty on 
the other, and the responsibility rested 
upon those who made the policy. 

Mr. Hoar said he was to discuss and 
denounce what seemed to him one of 
the most wicked and foolish chapters 
in history; yet he was compelled to 
admit, he said, that the men who were 
responsible for it were neither wicked 
nor foolish. 


TENDER CONSCIENCE. 


Mr. Hoar maintained that his con- 
science would not permit him to fol- 
low these men, and his conscience was 
the only authority he felt bound to 
obey in this matter. He said that the 
share which it was proposed to give 
the Filipinos in fhe scheme of govern- 
ment was an admission that many of 
them were fit for . self-government. 
The United States was fighting to se- 
cure a dependency, not a republic; a 
government of our making, and not a 
government of the Filipinos’ making. 

Discussing the testimony taken by 
the Philippine Committee, Mr. Hoar 
said it contained some pregnant ad- 
missions. What vindicates that which 
has been done go far, is the saving of 
the islands from anarchy and the ma- 
teria] benefit conferred upon the peo- 
ple of the Philippine Islands. 

What the fathers of the republic sald 
and our century of glorious history 
were appealed to in vain. “Their les- 
sons fell upon ears of men dazzied by 
military glory and delirious with the 
lust of conquest,“ he said. 

He compared the situation in Cuba 
with that in the Philippines, and de- 
manded to know which was the bet- 
ter. 

Mr. Hoar recited a chapter of the 
history of this country, which he said 
showed that the present policy of the 
government was in contradiction of 
the Monroe doctrine, as it Was a con- 
tradiction of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. He said that if the present 
way was followed, the Declaration of 
Independence would be and 
nothing would be left of the Monroe 
doctrine, except the principle of brutal 
selfishness. 

REPUBLIC V8. DESPOTISM. 

This government has erected a re- 
public in Cuba and a despotism in 
the Philippines. Six hundred millions 
of treasure and 10,000 American lives 

r@crificed in tat endeavor. 
In the Philippines the American flag 
had been made the emblem of sac- 
rilege and the burning of homes, and 
of the horror of the water torture. 
He believed that our officers, in gen- 
eral, were humane, but in some cases 
they had carried our warfare on with 
a mixture of American ingenuity and 


Castilian cruelty. 
“What have your ideals cost?” in- 


quired Mr. Hoar. “For the Philip- 
pine Islands you have had to 
the Declaration of Independence. For 


Cuba you have had to reaffirm and 
ive it new luster. For the Philippine 
slands you have had to convert the 
Monroe doctrine into a doctrine of 
mere selfishness. For Cyba you have 
acted on it and vindicated it. In 
Cuba you have the eternal gratitude 
of a free people. In the Philippine

) FUNSTON CRITICISED. 

After reviewing briefly the capture 
of Aguinaldo by Gen. Funston, the 
methods of whom he sharply criticised 
Mr. Hoar expressed the belief that the 
Senate did not know what it was co- 
ing when it consented to ‘jen. Funs- 
ton's promotion, and intimated that 
the result might have been different 
if the Senate had been fully cognizant 
of all the facts. Adverting again ‘o 
the “horrors” which have occurred in 
the Philippines, Mr. Hoar said: 

»I hope and believe they were un- 
known to the War Department. I know 
they were unknown to President 
Roosevelt. and I know they were un- 
known to President McKinley.” 

He did not believe that the state- 
ment that the war had been cenducted 
with unexampled humanity on our part 
would be accepted by the people. He de- 
nounced the order alleged to have been 
given by Gen. Smith and laid particu- 
lar etress on the horrors of the re- 
concentration camps, which he likened 
to the dreadful scenes in Anderson- 
ville prieon during the Civil War. He 
demanded that these things cease and 
that the administration deciare on 
what eternal principle it would act in 
the Philippines. He believed that it 
would be impossible absolutely to pac- 
ify the Philippines. 

NOT TOO LATE TO RETREAT. 

In conclusion Mr. Hoar believed that 
better counsel yet would prevail than 
now seemed to exist. 

The irrevocable stev had not yet been 
taken. “Let us at least have this 
to say: We have kept the faith of 
the fathers. We took Cuba by the 
hand. We delivered her from her age. 
long bondage. We set mankind an ex- 
ample never beheld in modern history. 
We led hesitating and haltine Furope 
to the deliverance of their beleaguered 
ambasead@ors in China. We marched 
through a hostile country—a country 
cruel and barbarous—without anger or 
revenge. We returned benefit for in- 
jury and pity for cruelty. We mare 
the name of America beloved in the 
East and in the West. We kent faith 
with the Philippine people. We kept 
faith with our own historv. We kept 
our national honor unsullled. The flag 
which we received without a rent we 
handed down without a stain.” 

WAVE OF APPLAUSE.

TELLER'S TALK.

IMMIGRATION DISCUSSION. 
The House today resumed discussion 
of the Immigration Bill. Almost the 
entire day was taken up with the 
amendment offered by Mr. Underwood 
of Alabama, requiring an educational 
test for ttmmigrants to this country. It 
was adopted. 

At the opening of the House the 
chaplain, Rev. Dr. Couden, made refer- 
fence to the birth of the new republic 
of Cuba. 

Some routine business was trans- 
acted before the House resumed con- 
sideration of the Immigration Bill un- 
der the five-minute rule. 

The provision in the bill for a tax 
of $1.50 on each passenger not a citi- 
zen of the United States or the Do- 
minion of Canada or of Mexico, gave 
rise to some discussion. Mr. Hep- 
burn of lowa said years ago immi- 
grants were largely confined to Great 
Britain, Germany and northern por- 
tions of Europe, and they were wel- 
come. Now, however, immigration 
comes in a large degree from the east- 
ern and southern quarters of Europe 
and these immigrants are not desirable 
additions to our population, “Five 
years from now,“ said Mr. Hepburn. 
“these people will be voters. I do 
not want the voting power of the 
United States diluted in that way.” 

Mr. Perkins of New York contended 
that the tax of $1.50 on each immi- 
grant would not serve as a bar to im- 
migration, which grew from Mr. Hep- 
burn the remark that in many cases 
immigrants appropriated their last 
cent to the purchase of steamship 
tickets and if there were any addi- 
tional costs they would not come. 

Mr. Cochran of Missouri insisted 
that the best way to regulate immi- 
gration was to have the foreigners ap- 
ply to our Consuls for permission to 
safl rather than allow them to come 
here and claim the right to land. 

Mr. Powers of Maine offered an 
amendment, which was agreed to, ex- 
cepting citizens of the republic of 
Cuba, as in the case of Canada and 
Mexico, from the payment of the tax. 

An amendment by Mr. Shattuc was 
agreed to which included within the 
tax provision passengers coming to the 
Tnited States “by any railway or by 
any mode of transportation from for- 
eign contiguots territory of the United 
States.” 

Another amendment was adopted ex- 
tending the exclusion provision to those 
aliens who have been within one year 
ftom the date of the application for 
admieession to the United States de- 
ported as under offers, solicitations, 
promises or agreements to perform 
fabor or service of some kind therein. 
One amendment by Mr. Rucker of 
Missouri was adopted providing that 
the provisions of the law applicable to 
contract labor shall not be held to 
exclude professional actors, lecturers, 
singers ministers of any religious de- 
nomination, professors for colleges or 
seminaries, persons belonging to any 
recognized learned profession or per- 
softs employed strictly as personal or 
domestic servants. 

Mr. Shattuc made a point of or- 
der against an amendment by Mr. 
Underwood of Alabama embodying an 
educational test for immigrants, which 
the chair overruled. 

Mr. Underwood then urged the ne- 
cessity for the adoption of such a pro- 
vision, insisting that the steamship 
companies would see to it that the 
passengers could pass the test if they 
knew they would have to carry t 
back unless they could. 

Mr. Shattuc and Mr. Klebers op- 
posed the amendment.

When it was learned that the ne- 
gro was captured and was being 
taken to Lansing. the excitement of 
the people knew no bounds. 
o clock this morning great crowds 
had gathered at the Lansing Switch 
and arrangements were made to burn 
the negro. Just before 11 o'clock tne 
the prisoner and his 
captors arrived in Marshall, and was 
met by a great crowd of people. Many 
boarded the train at Haliville, and 
when it arrived at Lansinr every 
available place on it was occupied. 
Waiting at Lansing was another la: ge 
crowd from Longview and the tur- 
rounding country. 

The negro was not taken from the 
train on the side where the crowd 
was and when the engineer starteg 
to pull out several Winchesters were 
leveled at him and others of the train 
crew.

Has the Place of Honor Now. 
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It would be * — to overestimate 
the significance of the victory over 
“push politics” which was achieved, 
against the bitterest possible oppos!- 
tion, at the city election held in San 
José on Monday of this week. This 
notable victory, as has been explained 
in the dispatches, Is also a significant 
anti-Gage victory. It ts a victory 
for clean politics, for civic de- 
cency, and for all that makes for 
good government and the equal rights 
of citizens. 

Because Gov. Gage has seen fit to 
identify himself with about all that 
is Objectionable in political life, and 
because his recognized agents were 
arrayed against the forces of reform 
in San José, the victory over boss rule 
was in effect an anti-Gage victory. 

A principal is responsible for the 
acts of his agents; therefore Gov. 
Gage cannot escape responsibility for 
the acts of ahose exponents and ex- 
emplars of gang politics who have 
made war against the people and the 
people's interests at San José and 
elsewhere. 

Joha C. Lynch, Walter S. Moore, 
Jerry Burke (a San Francisco Demo- 
erat of the push“ breed,) and other 
pepresentatives of Gage and the gang, 
to the number, it is said, of nearly 
100, were sent down from San Fran- 
cisco to help defeat the people's re- 
form ticket in San José. They spent 
their money (or somebody's money) 
and their time freely, but in vain, 
as the result shows. They lost not 
only the election, but their election 
bets, which are said to have been 
large in the aggregate. The citizens 
had become thoroughly aroused, and 
were determined not to be Sodomized 
any longer. 

It was a square, up-and-up fight 
between the forces of boss rule, or 
“push” politics (which is, unfortu- 
nately, another name for Gage poli- 
tles.) and the forces of reform and 
political decency, as represented by 
the Republican Good Government 
League, headed by E. A. Hayes and 
his brother of the San José Mercury 
and Evening Herald, and strongly 
backed up by James W. Rea. To the 
latter, in particular, great credit 
should be given for having come out 
manfully in support of the people's

There can de no possible chance to 
belittle the results. The election is 
of importance, not merely as regards 
ite immediate and local effects, but as 
indicating the trend of public sent!- 
ment.

The 
San José election is merely one 
among many indications of this re- 
volt on the part of the people against 
ring politics.

HE “DEAD END.” 
He is a dull fellow who cannot 
learn by experience. It is pleasant to 
notice that the Evening Express is 
getting somewhat over its dullness.

On the corner of Broadway and Sec- 
ond street the Hellman building is 
about to be saised from a three-story 
to a five-story structure. On the cor- 
ner of Spring and Second the Bur- 
dick building is being raised from a 
three-story to an eight-story struc- 
ture. North of First street prepara- 
tions are now golug on to erect two 
new modern buildings on the corners 
of Franklin street. Here are no less 
than six great up-to-date buildings 
going up within this one-block radius. 
Where can you match this, even in 
Los Angeles, in these times of great 
building activity? Is not the alleged 
“dead end“ a pretty lively corpse? 

Take a little wider circuit, and 
down on Los Angeles street, north of 
Third, there are a dozen brick blocks 
just finished or in course of construc- 
tion. Up on Grand avenue, between 
First and Second streets, a new hun- 
dred-room hotel has just been erected. 
Go further north, and away over in 
East Los Angeles, beyond the river, 
and you will find a busy scene where 
the Southern Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany is building shops which will 
cost $500,000, and where perhaps 1500 
men will find employment. 

The dead end of the town? Not 
a bit of it. There is no dead end to 
Los Angeles—not while the sun is up.

H TO BEAT THE BEEF TRUST. 
The exceptionally high price of 
meat, which has now touched a 
higher point than it has reached in 
twenty-five years, has led some papers 
to suggest that Congress should re- 
move or reduce the duty on meat, in 
order to let in cattle and sheep from 
Canada, Mexico and other convenient 
countries, and so bring the beef trust 
to terms. 

As The Times recently suggested, 
there is a far better solution of the 
question than this. That solution is 
to hurry up the irrigation of the Arid 
West, so that American farmers may 
raise American cattle on American 
soll for American consumers. If only 
10 per cent. of the avilable arid lands 
were planted in alfalfa and other for- 
age crops, there would be no more 
trouble about exorbitant meat prices. 
This would be a far better plan than 
for us to send money out of the coun- 
try for our meat supply. 

It will, of course, under the most 
favorable circumstances, take some lit- 
tle time before any considerable area 
of arid lands can be irrigated, and un- 
til then it might possibly be a good 
idea to strike a blow at the cattle 
ring by letting in foreign stock, but 
any such provision should be only 
temporary, or until home settlers can 
begin to send in their fatted cattle 
from the irrigated farms of the great 
West.

‘tion, against whom at this moment of 
supreme rejoicing we have nothing 
more ungenerous to say than during 
the campaign, have met the Waterloo 
which they should, and, no doubt 
they did, as wise men, calculate upon. 

“Our campaign was based upon the 
firm foundations of honesty and inde- 
pendence. We knew that American

With soft, one 
trickling musically over the top of the 
other shoe, the engineers and archi- 
tects of Los Angeles inspected the 
Chatsworth Park tunnel yesterday at 
the invitation of the Southern Pacific 
ecnstruction engineers in charge of the 
great work. 

This tunnel is cne of the most gi- 
gantic pieces of railway enterprise in 
the West. It will cut for about a mile 
and two-fifths under a mountain range. 
Its object is to shorten the Southern 
Pacific coast line ten miles and reduce 
the grade to 1 per cent. at the steepest. 

In the excursion party were many 
well-known engineers. One was Mr. 
Hamlin, one of the foremost geologists 
in California. Another was the chief 
engineer of the Salt Lake line. 

The start was made at 7 o'clock in 
the tiniest train in the world. 

The Chatsworth Park train gets 
cold feet and backs off on a siding every 
time the telegraph wire tingles. It 
will stop on the road anywhere to let 
the fireman take a splinter out of his 
thumb. It goes along like a rag 
picker with a hook and a bag. Every 
time it comes to a station it stops to 
knock away a car or two when the 


soaking 
stocking into a mat, and the water 


tain. 

As you plow through the sloppy 
slush of the tunnel, it is at first noth- 
ing but a long line of electric lights 
piercing through the darkness like 
glowing spikes as far as one could see. 
Then there were far faint sounds of 
clinking metal.

Their Comparative Loss of Weight 
in the Process of Cooking—Hams 
Probably the Most Economical to 


Buy. 

[Philadelphia Record:] Hunger is 
one of the necessities that knows no 
law. When the beef trust assumes to 
thrust aside all middlemen who stand 
between producer and consumer—dic- 
tating the price of live stock in the 
field, the cost of transportation, the 
price at which meat shall be sold at 
wholesale and retail, and even the se- 
lection of butchers who may or may 
not do business in all parts of the 
country—appetite, like water, seeks to 
find the channel of least resistance. 
Now that fresh beef, mutton, pork, 
poultry and eggs have been pushed out 
of the reach of persons of moderate 
means, the following suggestions as to 
the costs of meat when brought to 
the open door of the stomach are not 
without public interest. 

In these times of high-priced meats 
any information that is of value to 
the consumer, from an economic stand- 
point, should be widely disseminated. 

The writer had some curiosity to 
learn just what the actual meat we 
consume—that is, the amount we put 
in our mouths to satisfy the cravings 
of hunger or appetite-——costs us. We 
can easily get the price from the 
butcher of his cuts, buf those same 
cuts, roasted, broiled, fried or botled, 
lase enormously in weight in the cook- 
ing processes, and when the different 
cuts are carefully carved, and all that 
portion that goes into ones mouth 
is weighed, and then figured back to 
the first cost, the results are actually 
startling. 

The investigator commenced by buy- 
ing a rib roast for Sunday dinner. It 
weighed ten pounds, and cost §2.25. 
That roast was carefully carved, and 
every ounce consumed in two days, and 
the meat that was actually eaten cost 
51 cents per pound. 

A leg of mutton came next, a good 
big one, at 18 cents a pound, which 
was considered a bargain. This was 
boiled. and cost 42 cents for what 
actual meat it furnished. Mutton 
chops at 22 cents jumped to 55 cents 
cents when cooked. Sirloin steak at 25 
cost 56. A poor little piece of beef 
brisket at 10 cents a pound cost 25 
cents when boiled and in one’s stom- 
ach. Chicken roasted cost 42, and 
when boiled 38 cents. 

Not being partial to pork at this 


Season, its merits in the fresh state 
Were not gone into; but experiments 
with hams showed that at present 
prices they are the cheapest food to 
i the consumer that is in the market. A 


26 cents. A ham purchased ready 
bolled at 25 cents costs 8. Another 
twelve-pound ham, half of it boiled, 
and half broiled, cost 28 cents. Two 
slices of ham from what the butcher 
termed a “skinned back ham, at 28 
cents, cost 48. No test was made with 


sh. 
The result shows that hams (not 
slices) are possibly the most economi- 
cal article of food, in the line of meats, 
while the present relative prices pre- 
vail, and an ordinary sized ham, ready 
to use boiled or for slicing, is the best 
money saver for the good housewife. 


Disappearing Glaciers. 

Hotel keepers in the Alps have a new 
trouble, and are complaining at the loss 
of patrons, who are moving away from 
the glaciers. Yes, the attractive gla- 
ers are actually passing from the 
landscape, and as they recede the ho- 
tels along their borders find that their 
registers are shortening. 

These glaciers are rot running away, 


by any means, but they are deteriorat- 
ing slowly. with a persistency that 
means their final annihilation. Hotels 


that a few years ago stood very near 
to a great river of slowly-moving 
ice now find themselves a considerable 
distance away, and the attractiveness 
of the site is lessened. 

The famous glaciers of the Rhone 
have shrunk 2000 feet in the last twenty 
years, or about one hundred and ten

Stedman, city school census marshal, 
by the recount of the school children in 
the Fourth Ward, as just com pleted 
under the supervision of Dana Burks 
of the Los Angeles Directory Company,

It will be remembered that Stedman’s 
total school census for Los Angeles was 
26,037, as against the figures of W. E. 
Ludlow for last year, 32,003. Granting 
that Stedman had taken a correct cen- 
sus, the inference naturally was 
“stuffed” reports, which run back sev- 
eral years.

The Ninth Ward h the smallest ward 
in the city, and Burks probably will 
make returns on it today.

It ie only children from 5 to 
17 years of age that draw school money 
from the State, at about $7 per child. 
Children under ö years are enumerated 
merely as a basis for future estimates. 
Ludlow discovered 195 school children 
in the werd more than are there this 
year. 

Superintendent Strine says that he is 
satisfied now that Stedman's res 
are correct, and on them as a basis 
will coming aprortionments be made. 
Said Mr. Strine yesterday: “The 
basis of apportionments for school 
moneys is $500 for every seventy chil- 
dren, between the ages of 5 and 17, 
enumerated in the census. On this 
basis our Apportionment for last year 
was $228,760. This year it will be 
about $186.000—a difference of about 
$43,000, which last sum represents the 
amount of money that has been com- 
ing to Los Angeles city by mistake.

MEDIUMS MADE HAPPY. , 


Spiritualism must be put to the test 
of a religion, ere it can be determined 
whether the city has a right to u- 
cense the business and art of medium- 
ship, clairvoyance, ciairaudience and 
life-reading at $5 a month. 

Bo says Judge Smith. 

An important opinion was rendered 
by him yesterday in the case of the 
people against Maud Chesbro and G. 
K. Chesbro, who claim to be regularly 
ordained ministers of spiritualism as 
a church. Notwithstanding their 
claims, they were recently convicted 
in the Police Court of violating the 
city license ordinance by practicing 
mediumship, clairvoyance and clair- 
audience and life-reading without a li- 
cense and heavily fined. 

The section of the ordinance under 
which the conviction was had is as 
follows: “For every person who car- 
ries on, practices or professes to prac- 
tice the business or art of astrology, 
palmistry, chiromancy,  life-reading, 
fortune-telling, cartomancy, clairvoy- 
ance, clafraudience. crystai-gazing, 
hypnotiem, mediumship, prophecy, au- 
gury, divination, magic or necromancy, 
and who demands and receives a fee 
for an exercise or exhibition of his 
art therein at any place where an ad- 
mission fee ts charged, $5 per month.” 

For a defense the defendants claim 
that at the time in question they were 
exercising the rites and performing 
the acts of their religious faith and 
professions and invoke the constitu- 
tional right of “the free exercise and 
enjoyment of religious profession and 
worship without discrimination or 
preference. . but the liberty of 
conscience hereby secured shall not be 
eo construed as to excuse acts of li- 
cent ſousness or justify practices in- 
consistent with the peace or safety of 
this State.” 

At their trial the defendants sought 
to show that they were spiritualis:s:. 
that splritualiem is a religion. repre- 
sented by a regularly-organized re- 
ligious society in California, and that 
their alleged Illegal acts were done 
in accordance with the rites, cere- 
monies and practices of such religious 
society. 

The specific crime alleged against 
them was that they did a trance for 
two policemen at $1 per. 

Judge Smith now holds that the 
lower court erred in refusing to allow 
defendants to show that what they 

did was in the exercise of the rites and 
privileges of their church, if there be 
a spiritualist church. 

Says Judge Smith: “This case was 
evidently tried by the court below on 
the theory that the terms “medium- 
ship.” “clairvoyance” and “clair- 
audience” have a definite and well- 
understood meaning, and that hey 
are outside the exercise of any form 
of religious rites. None of these terms 
are defined by our statutes, nor by the 
ordinance in question, but it is ap- 
parent from the definitions in our 
dictionaries that those things which 
go to make up the mediumship, clair- 
voyance, clairaudience and \life-read- 
ing may be in the legitimate exercise 
of religious rites and ceremonies, and 
since the law is powerless to circum- 
scribe or prescribe any form of re- 
ligious worship, so long as it does not 
interfere with the peace and good order 
of society, it follows that it was per- 
fectly legitimate upon the trial of this 
cause to show on the part of the de- 
fense (if they could) that what de- 
fendants did wags in accordance with 
the rules tenets and theology of a rezg- 
ularly incorporated religious society of 
this State.” 

A new trial is awarded in the Su- 
perior Court.

rendered an opinion in the case of 
Andrew Curtin against the Arroyo 
Ditch and Water Company—an action 
to quiet title of plaintiff in and to the 
use of certain waters and water 
rights that run back to 1869. “The 
plaintiff, says the court, in my opin- 
jon, is not entitled to have his title 
quieted as against the claim of this 
corporation.” The company owes 
about $20,000 for improvements. It is 
capitalized at $22,500. Plaintiff owns 
sixty acres of land and holds sixty 
shares of stock, valued at $5 par.

Leok After the Specialties. 

Now is the time of the year for 
preparations through which thousands 
of dollars may be saved in the aggre-

loquats? Sell the fruit to a neighbor 
for making into jelly. A particularly 
fine quality of peach tree may be over- 
loaded. Thin the crop and offer the 
fruit as of special merit. Bishop & 
Co., and perhaps other frult confec- 
tioners, will soon be looking for cit- 
ron, figs, peaches of special value, 
berries and many other products. I! 
saw an orchard of quinces in this city 
last season going to waste. Quinces 
were selling at 2 cents a pound in more 
than one smaller place. So we may 
find many epecial lots of fruit that 
could be made to supplement the profits 
of the farm.

Australian Visitor. 

Austin Bigg is touring California 
for the purpose of getting information 
upon the orange business, particularly 
fn relation to the exportation ef this 
fruit from Australia to this coast. Mr. 
Bigg is out for information, and well 
he magnifies his office. He brings the 
best of credentials and it is no idle cu- 
riosity that prompts him to open his 
question list. As to the opportunity 
in San Francisco, which Australia 
‘could supply with ripe fruit, there 
seems little encouragement. e vis- 
tor says the white scale has not dis- 
appeared from the groves of his coun- 
try. and other scale is ravaging the 
orchards Without serious hindrance. 
The growers have not adopted fumiga- 
tion, or any other successful method 
of extermination, and Mr. Bigs's mis. 
sion is, in part, to see if there is a 
better way to contro! the scale than 
any they have tried over there. There 
js not much danger of Australian com- 
petition if the growers over there find 
it too much trouble to fumigate their 


treee. 


Old Nursery Stock. 
A letter of Inquiry is at hand ask- 
ing as to the advisability of planting 


ange trees. If tree planters give the old 
nursery trees extra care they wil! have 
their orchards bearing at least two 
years sooner than where the younger 
trees are planted. That is to say, if 
the old trees are in good condition and 
given the care their larger root and 
branch area demand no time is lost in 
tranapianting. But there are other 
considerations than quick fruiting; All 
trees which have a definite center stem 
should have a good tap root. Most all 
fruit trees come under this class. Con- 
sequentiy those who would have 
healthy old orchards should plant 
young trees, for it will be possible to 
secure a good tap root, and hence the 
greatest requisite of healthy trees. 
Piant only trees upon a whole seedling 
root. If our correspondent will notice 
the orchards in the Mississippi! Valley 
States, where the nurserymen graft 
on small sections of seedling roots, he 
will have a hint as to why the west- 
ern orchards are ro short lived. 

Colored Olives. 

The unenviable notoriety attained by 
two or three local olive picklers and 
the publication of Prof. Hugard's cop- 
peras recipe have not done the olive 
business any good. But there is no ow 
casion for the lugubrious view of the 
trouble as expressed by certain grow- 
ers. The pickled olive is liked by an 
immense number of people, who know 
a good olive on sight. These consym- 
ers may examine the fruit a little more 
closely. So much the better for the 
superior article. Messrs. Hill & Sons 
are not so much to Mame as at first 
thought, being advised that the cop- 
peras preparation was harmless and 
they have paid dearly for 
take. But it is folly to state, as some 
of the interviewed have, that the .nu.. 
try has been seriously injured by what 
may have been done by a few individu- 
als. To those who have first-class 
olives, just place them on the market 
at fair prices and you will wonder 
what all the excitement was about. As 
to the seriousness of adulterating this 
class of food, that ts a burning ques- 
tion from the standpoint of health. Let 
the good work of apprehending adul- 
terated foods go on. 


Potato Failures. 

Investigations of the Colorado potato 
failure shows that it is due to disease 
and not climatio conditions, Much 
money has been made in new potatoes 
in Southern California, and it may be 
of value to the growers to notice the 
result of the late experiments in @isin- 
fecting seed. The disease is caused 
by fun attack. Its effect is large 
vines which produce few or no tu- 
bers. In other cases the seed fails to 
come up altogether, or produces weak 
plants which die in the early part of 
the season. 

The fungus lives over the winter un- 
noticed, and ts planted with the seed. 
If the conditions are favorable the 
geTms multiply rapidly, producing the 
effects described above. The disease can 
be almost’ altogether prevented by 
soaking the seed potatoes in the fol- 
lowing solution: 

Corrosive sublimate 1 ounce. 

Water, 8 gallons. 

IAssolve the corrosive sublimate in 
one gallon of hot water, then dilute 
with seven gallons of water. Allow the 
potatoes to soak one and one-half 
hours. When dry they may be cut and 

lanted, though it has been found to 

good practice to treat the potatoes 
a week or more before planting, since 
the treatmen* may retard germination 
if done just before planting. 

Corrosive sublimate is a deadly pol- 
gon, and it should be used in wooden 
or earthen vessels, since it corrodes 
metals. 

——— 
Road Work Attacked. 

A morning paper a few days ago 
made a very unjust attack upon the 
Supervisors for alleged failures in 
road making. A novice in iticism 
ought to know that in this tter of 
road construction the laws of the State 
are very inadequate. I have never 
heard a man express approval of the 
present laws or expect thorough work 


tin materia! amendments are made or 


a new law passed. Any one who will 
take the trouble to read the California 
and the New York highway enactments 
will never make the mistake into 
which the paper has fallen. It is said 
that one of the Supervisors expostu- 
lated with the road critic and in the 
conversation found the expert knew 


nothing whatever about the road code 


of this State. 

The Supervisors are certainly amen- 
able for the mistakes made in high- 
way construction, but they should be 
criticised in an honorable, fair manner. 
It requires no genius to sit back and 
score those who are doing things. A 
case in point occurred a few months 
ago, when a Superyisor was roasted for 
not doing work upon a bad piece of 
road. Investigation showed that the 
road complained of was in an Incorpor- 
ated town. Pasadena avenue, a much- 
trayeled road, lies largely in the city of 
Los Angeles, That portion of it is in 
miserable condition, and yet the law 
is very adequate for street improve- 
ments. The county roads on each side 
of the incorporated town of Monrovia 
are as good as any in the State. The 
Supervisors have built this road, but 
in Monrovia little or no work has been 
done by the Council. 

Whether oil is a fit substance to use 
for surfacing roads is a subject that 
might be debatable, but I presume it 
has been tried till there is no reason- 
able doubt of its efficacy. Until a 
new road law is passed, however, our 
powers of road building must be lim- 
ited. Some time ago a sketch of an 
excellent law was published in this de- 
partment, 

C. F. Mariatt’s Return. 

A tale bordering almost on the im- 
possible is told by C. IL. Marlatt, the 
assistant entomologist of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, who has just re- 
turned to this country after a year's 
exploration in China and Japan. 

_Mr. Marlatt is engaged in this coun- 
try principally in the study of scale in- 
sects and he has paid particular atten- 
tien to the San José scale, which is not 
only causing trouble to the farmers and 
horticulturists, but has often ied to 
international complications, arising 
from the refusal of foreign countries 
to allow our fruits and nursery stock 
to be imported. 

“Many foreign scientists and frutt 
men have contended that this country 
is the home of the beute (the San 
José ecale.) and as such our products

“I then decided to make a pilgrimage 
to China, for | still adhered to my 
opinion that the East is the home of 
our little enemy, and my conclusion 
was to explore (hina as much as pos- 
sible, not only studying the San José 
seale, but other scale insects which are 
not very destructive in the United 
States at present, but might be so if 
allowed to come here. 

“I found China very interesting, and 
expected obstacies due to my lack of 
knowledge of the native language 
and customs, I saw swept aside as 
many of the orientals spoke ‘pigeon- 
English’ fluently enough to enable me 
to travel conveniently. 

“After spending a short time around 
Shanghai and the southern portion of 
China, which by the way corresponds 
almost exactly with the conditions in 
the Philippines, I went northward to 
Tien-Tsin and then to Peking. At 
this place I had all the work I could 
attend to, for the region around that 
city and the Great Wall fairly swarmed | 
with the San José scaie—a condition | 
not to be equaled elsewhere. Not only | 
did I find conditions there which con- 
vinced me that this wag the home of 
the scale, but 1 found, too, that the’ 
little ‘brute’ was followed by a vo- 
racious winged insect which seemed 
to wax fat on the carcasses of the 
3 insects, making it his only duty 
td destroy the fruitman's enemy. A 
study of this insect’s habits showed 
that where it cannot obtain the scale 
insecta, it will die for a want of food, re- 
fusing to turn on the fruit and eat it. 
I shipped about 200 of these mites or 
parasites to the United States last 
fall, and in spite of very careful at- 
tention by the officials here, only two 
awaited my arrival in this country a 
couple of weeks ago. 

“These two, however, seem to be 
sturdy little fellows, and by careful 
nursing and & full diet on San José 
scales they have increased until now 
I have about a hundred. These hun- 
dred mites have not been given their 
freedom as yét, as they are too pre- 
cious; I have them in a cage made of 
Mosquito screening attached to a tree 
infected with the scale. I expect a 
brood in a week or so, and probably, 
barring accidents, they will have in- 
creased to such an extent that we may 
commence to distribute them to care- 
ful horticulturists who know how to 
handle them, and to the various col- 
leges and experiment stations. 
“There are other insects which prey 
upon the San José scale, but none 
which destroy it to any such extent 
as this one. I think we may have 
made a discovery which will prove of 
great value to our frult growers.” 


THE FRUIT ORCHARD. 


A writer to a New York daily, 
Thomas D. James, of Nassau, N. 1. 
claims that ar. article printed in that 
paper is a trifle off in crediting Call- 
fornia with the first production of 
navel oranges in the United States.

Instigated dy this letter of Mr. 
James, W. A. Taylor, assistant pomolo- 
gist of the United States Department 
of Agriculture, has within the last few 
days brought to a conclusion an in- 
vestigation, the purpose of which was 
to trace the history of the seedless or- 
ange in this country. Mr. Taylor re- 
ports his conclusions in a paper en- 
titled “The Bahia, ocr Washin 
Navel, Orange in the United States.“ 
He says in his paper: 

“The essential facts regarding the in- 
troduction of the navel orange to the 
United States from Brazil appear to 
be as follows: 

“According to the late James Hogg 
of New York, a wealthy Brazilian 
planter, a Scotchman by birth, deter- 
mined to manumit his slaves and re- 


move with them to the United 
States. This he did, about 1838, 
settling on an island in Mid- 
die or Southern Florida. He then

Time and careful attention have an- 
swered all the inquiries, and now we 
believe the question as to the suc- 
cessfulness of shedded groves is set- 
tled. A great deal of interest has been 
centered on the Stetson grove at De 
Land, not only because Mr, Stetson 
has more acres covered than any other 
dozen people in the State, but also 
on account of the various forms of 
covering for the sheds that he has had 
put up, and now all will be interested 
in knowing that the past winter, the

LIVE STOCK. 
Horse Breeding. 

With the revival of horse breeding 
as a profitable industry, the fact must 
be recognized that there has come 4 
complete revolution in this business. 
The old methods will no longer prove 
profitable. We must raise for profit 
distinet types of horses for the market, 
and not generally all-round useful 
horses. We must define in our minds 
the different types of horses in de- 
mand, and then work toward the pro- 
duction of the best specimens of one 
or more of these types. These types, 
briefly stated, are the road, carriage 
and coach horse, the cab horse, the 
draft horse, and the American trotter 
or road horse. One of these types 
should be selected in breeding horses 
for market, and the peculiar character- 
istics of each one studied and carefully 
understood. Breeding for a specific 
class is the only kind that ys today. 
The man who breeds on the did lines Is 
doomed to fallure. His horses will 
bring so much less in the market that 
there will be no margin left for profits. 

One reason why horses became a 
drug in the market ten years ago was 
because farmers and breeders pro- 
duced a surplus ef horses which had 
no particular characteristic. They 
were not specially good in any line. 
Then a demand slowly grew up for 
horses which would excel in one par- 
ticular class, and this has steadily in- 
creased until today it has become uni- 
versal. The evolution in breeding has 
thus made it necessary for the farmer 
and breeder to know his particular 
class of horses thoroughly. Promis- 
cuous breeding does not pay, but spe- 
celal class or type breeding does. Every 
horse must be bred for a particular 
purpose, and if at the beginning the 
animal does not promise any good 
points for a particular purpose, the 
sooner you can dispose of him. the 
better. The small horse, and the horse 
of mixed virtues, has nassed forever, 
and his day will never return, Breed 
the large horse that is useful for par- 
ticular lines on hauling, the road or 
coach horse which can travel well with 
a fair load, or the trotter which can 
make speed. In one of these classes 
every horse must excell or he cannot 
bring the high market prices offered. 
Premiums are daily offered for the 
best animals of any class. L.

This 
may be true where the litter is a large 
one, but if the sow has. milk enough 
for it and the others, it costs but lit- 
tle to raise it to weaning time. Then 
take it from the others, that they may 
not crowd it at the trough or in the 
sleeping quarters, and feed it regularly 
to fatten quickly. It will never eat a 
very large amount or make a very 
large hog, but t healthy it will fatten 
quickly, arid soon be almost as broad 
as it is long. The cheapest and best

THE FARM. 
Crop Conditions May 1, 1902. 

Returns to the Statistician made up 
to May 1 show the area under winter 
wheat in cultivation on that date to 
have been about 27,103,000 acres. This 
is 4,868,000 acres, or 15.2 per cent. less 
than the area sown last falj of the De- 
partment'a estimate, of which no modi- 
fication except for acreage abandoned 
is considered necessary. Of this aban- 
donment, Kansas reports 1,835,000 acres, 
Texas and Tennessee each 270, acres, 
Indiana 206,000 acres, California 402,000 
acres, Oklahoma 325,000 gcres, and 
Pennsylvania, Virginia, Kentucky, Ne- 
braska and Washington each between 
100,000 and 200,00 acres, 

For the area remaining under culti- 
vation the average condition on May 
1 was 76.4, against 94.1 on May 1, 1901, 
88.9 at the corresponding date in 1900, 
and 83.2 the mean of the May averages 
of the last ten years. The present con- 
dition is the lowest May condition, 
with the exception of the years 1899, 


and 1888, since 
e department's fin n 
1901 will be issued on Friday, 

The average condition of winter rye 
on May 1 was 83.4, as compared with 
85.4 on April 1. 1902, 94.6 on May 1, 1901; 
88.5 at the corresponding date in 1990, 
and 89, the mean of he May averages 
of the last ten years. The present 
condition is the lowest May condition 
since 1893, and the lowest, with that ex- 
ception, in twenty yeare. New York 
and Pennsylvania, with two-fifths of 
the total winter-rye acreage of the 
country, report 91 and &3, respectively, 
the former being 3 points and the lat- 
ter 7 points below the respective ten- 
year averages. Kansas reports 72, or 
13 points below ite ten-year average.

Dr. Knapp’s Rice Mission. 

Since the creation of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, ro 
executive has brought to that depart- 
ment the capacity for effective work 
that is exhibited by the Hon. James 
Wilson, the present Secretary of Agri- 
culture. Secretary Wilson's careful 
study and appreciation of the beet- 
sugar industry have aided immeneely 
in the wonderful development now go- 
ing on in that industry. 

We now come to the rice industry, 
the great importance of which Secre- 
tary Wilson was quick to recognize. 
To investigate and develop it he se- 
cured the services of that distinguished 
agriculturist scientist, Dr. 8. A. Knapp. 
of Lake Charles, who, for twenty years 
has been one of the foremost men in 
the development of Southwest Loulsi- 
ana and in the introduction into that 
part of the State of the thousands of 
farmers from the Northwestern States 
who have made the praries of South- 
west Louisiana a waving field of golden 
rice and tripling the values of its lands 
every few years. 

We are now led to these reflections 
because of the return of Dr. Knapp 
from nearly a year’s tour of the Far 
East as an agent of the Department 
of Agriculture in pursuit of informa- 
tion that might benefit the agricultur- 
ists of the United States. Dr. Knapp 
has just returned and is now en route 
to Washington to report the result of 
his Investigations to Secretary WI. 


son. 

Dr. Knapp has been for years s0 
thoroughly conversant with Loutsiana 
rice culture, thet he would almost 
surely be led to devote espectal at- 
tention to it. The Japan rice now 80 
largely produced in this State was in- 
| troduced by him, the result of a for- 
mer mission. He has now made an 
attempt to secure some early varieties 
of rice, believing this to be our most 
pressing need. If good rice can be got 
that will have time to mature before 
the August and September storms, it 
will be a godsend to us. e great- 
est losses to the rice industry of this 
State have resulted from August and 
September storms. Every day counts, 
and five or ten days gained may save 
a crop that would otherwise be lest 
by storm.—[Loulsiana Planter.

Potato Failures. 

In the spring of 1901 the experiment 
station issued a press bulletin on the 
subject of potato failures. No experi- 
mental evidence was at hand at the 
time, but it seemed evident from ob- 
servation that plant diseases were the 
cause of the failure of the potato crop 
in many localities. Accordingly a hne 
of treatment was outlined which i 
was hoped would be helpful in over- 
coming the difficulty. 

Since that time this subject has 
formed one of the principal lines of 
investigation of the horticultural sec- 
tion. The results of the work are to 
be published soon. as bulletin No. 
70 of the Colorado station. Copies will 
be sent to the names on the mailing 
list and to any person who makes a 
request for them. But in the mean 
time this leaflet is issued for the pur- 
pose of calling attention to the sub- 
ject at once, as the planting of pota- 
toes has already begun. 

While the experiments are by no 
means ,complete, it has been proven 
that our first impression of. the 
culty is correct. We now know that 
some of the conditions which have 
been ascribed to pecullarities of alti- 
tude and climate are due to the at- 
tacks of a fungus on the underground 
portions of the potato plant. Some 
of the effects of this disease with which 
many farmers are familiar are as fo!- 
lows: Large vines, which produce few 
or no tubers, or an abnormal number 
of small, worthless tubers. In other 
Inetances, much of the seed falls to 
come up, or Weak plants are produced, 
which die in the fore part of the ca- 
son, thue resulting in a poor stand. 

The fungus lives over winter on the 
potato unnoticed, and is planted with 
them. Under favorable conditions it 
soon starts into growth and attacks 
the young plants. and the injuries pro- 
duced may result in one or more of 
the conditions described above. The 
treatment of the direase is complicated 
by the fact that after it has been in- 
troduced into the soil it will live for 
a number of years on decaying venta. 
ble matter and on the roots of many 
different kinds of plants. In order to 
entirely overcome the disease, then, 
it will be seen that clean seed must 
be planted in soil which ts free from 
the fungus. 

In localities where fatlures have 
been most severe potatoes should not 
be planted on land that has grown this 
crop for five years. 

The fungus thrives best in heavy, 
| poorly-drained land, therefore such 
solls should be avoided if possible, 


BEES AND HONEY. 


We do-not like to assert that every 


colony should be given a new queen 


topics, for when one has given a 
honey production one year we wou 
keep that queen as long as she con- 
tinued to be profitable, and raise both 
queens and drones from her, for we 
consider a good strain of drones of al- 
most equal importance to a good queen. 
But there is no doubt but that the bees 
will degenerate by promiscuous in- 
breeding as much as animals or poul- 
try, and colonies that have produced 
but little last year should have new 
blood added to them by giving a new 
queen in early spring, before the honey 
flow begins. And we would allow no 
colony to produce drones that had not 
proved itself productive. In about two 
months after the new queen is intro- 
duced the entire colony will be of her 
breeding. as has been proven by intro- 
ducing an Italian queen into a colony 
of black bees. Two months later 
scarcely a bee can be found without 
the yellow bands. 

Not only should surplus boxes be 
made ready with the frames filled with 
comb or good sheets of foundation, but 
there should be one and perhaps two 
empty hives made ready before the 
honey flow commences. It is al 
Impossible, unless hives are often 
opened and the queen cells cut out, to 
prevent one or more swarms leaving 
each strong colony. Nor do we think 
it is policy to stop them in this way. 
The loss by such frequent disturbance 
of the hive and the gain by increase of 
colonies is an offset against any loss 
by swerming, though If they have room 
to store honey in the upper box or 
boxes they are less anxious to swarm 
then when they are crowded. But 
when they are ready to swarm they 
will not wait for a carpenter to build 
a hive for them, but would rather take 
to the woods and find a hollow tree. 
Many a good swarm has been lost be- 
cause the owner was not ready for 
them. If there are indications of 
swarming listen at the hive in the 
morning, and if the shrill piping of 
the queen is heard, do not leaye home 
to go for that day, unless upon a 
matter of much greater importance 
than the swarm of bees. This sound, 
made by the bee before she leads out 
the swarm, if once heard cannot be 
mistaken for anything else, and while 
it may sometimes be heard the day 
before they swarm, it is especialiy 
clear on the morning they intend to 
leave, though a cloudy afternoon or a 
cold wind may hinder them after 
are all ready. [American Culti- 
va tor.

Bees and Their Stings. 

There are a number of honey-making 
bees which apparently do not use their 
stings, or in which the stings are atro- 
phied and too blunt. Some are very 
small. so diminutive that they are 
called mosquito They gather 
quantities of honey, of which Bates, in 
one of the forests on the Amazon, took 
two quarts from one of the neste. In 
Jamaica, where some of these amiable 
bees are also found, they are called 
“angelitos,” a name given to them by 
the original Spanish settlers in honor of 
their good temper, says the London 
Spectator. Some Australian dwarf bees 
—also “angelitos” 80 far as human de- 
ings are concerned—do not use their 
stings, perhaps because they are not 
sharp enough to hurt, but deal with 
their enemies something after the man- 
ner of the Quaker on 4— ship. who 
refused to use a Fun, but threw the 
Frenchmen overboard. An enemy is 
held down by several of the bees, who 
gradually put him on the rack by pull- 
ing his limbs out tight and keeping 
t so, for as long as an hour, by 
which time the prisoner dies a natural 
death.“ bumblebees are popularly sup- 
posed not to sting. The males have no 
ting, but the females have, at any 
rate in the common bumblebee. There 
are so many sizes in a bumblebee’s nest 
—large females, small females and 
males—that it is a safe epeculation not 
to take the risk, though bumblebees are 
very easy-going creatures, and only

THE DAIRY. 
Breed Not Feed. 


There are so many requests for im- 
proved rations which will increase the 
quality of the milk and cream of dairy 
cows that one might be convinced that 
our is rapidly awakening to 
the new order of things. But it must 
be said that most of these inquiries 
voice a desire which cannot be grati- 
fied by any mixture of teed. They 
ask that a feed shall be devised which 
will improve the richness and quality 
of their milk. Most of them have been 
feeding fairly rich foods, and the cows 
have not been suffering from any 
lack of nourishing rations. The only 
answer to these requests must be that 
the cows must be changed, and not the 
food. Now it is an excellent thing 
to have an ideal ration for dairy cows, 
and to feed them consistently with 
it, but such a-ration fed to poor cows 
would not yield any good results. It 
might in the long run gradually im- 
prove the quality of the milk and 
cream, but not enough to make the dif- 
ference In the cost of the food. If 
one wishes to use such an ideal ration, 
he should also undertake to breed his 
herd up to a higher standard. If he 
is not willing to dispose of his cows 
for better stock, he must at least intro- 
duce new blood every year. The herd 
must be headed by a fine bull, which 
will bring up the standard of averages, 
vo that the ideal ration can produce its 
best results. 

There are plenty who maintain that 
it is impossible materially and per- 
manently to change the percentage of 
fat In a cow's milk by Improved feed- 
ing rations. Unquestionably this has 
given a good deal of dissatisfaction 
and caused a good deal of discourage- 
ment in many quarters. But it should 
not. Temporarily improved rations 
may show a change for the better in 
the fat of the milk. but ft is small and 
not permanent. Consequently those 
who have tried it and found that there 
was no continuous improvement gave 
up the work and fell back into old 
conditions. There is only ane thing to 
say to such men. It is necessary often 
to change the cows first, and then 
change the feed. Doing the latter 
without the former will often produce 
no good results. 

When the Cows Pay. 

The difference between a paying and 
non-paying dairy cow is sometimes so 
apparently slight that it is not noticed 
by the person. Here are two animals 
which look almost identical. Both are 
healthy, good eaters and good milkers. 
But one has a persistent tendency to 
yield just a little more per day than 
the other, and if anything is a trifie 
richer in butter fats. Moreover, care- 
observation shows that this cow keeps 
in milk a little longer than the other. 
Now, these points could not be noted 
without some attempt at keeping ac- 
counts. The record of every animal on 
the farm should be kept daily, and in 
this way comparison can be made. 
Now, suppose one cow thus gives about 
one quart of milk a day more than 
another, and extends the milking pe- 
riod over a much longer time every 
season. This difference added up and 
converted into dollars and cents would 
show at the end of the year that one 
animay paid a good profit, while the 
other barely paid expenses. 

This condition of affairs is just what 
can be observed on many farms today. 
The dairy men may be experts in their 
line, and they have brought the ques- 
tion of cost of feeding down to the 
point where little further improvement 
can be made. Yet there is such a 
difference in the relative yield of the 
animals that the profits of one must de 
cut down in order to make up for the | 
deficiencies of others. So extreme are 
these cases at times that there is a 
difference of one-half some years be- | 
tween the actual profits of two differ-

ROW AT A FUNERAL - 


Superstition Causes Curious Proceed- 
ings at the Burial of the Late Grand 


Rabbi of Tunis. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES. } 
| LONDON, May 10.—Superstitions re- 
garding the dead were the cause of 
an extraordinary row at the funeral 
of Moushi Berrebi, the late Grane 


Rabbi of Tunis, the other day. 


Grand Rabbi was looked upon as 4 
saint by his people; and there is a tra- 
dition among the Jews of Tunis that 
whoever helps to carry the body of a 


shroud, is pardoned for all the sins 
he may have committed, and is there- 
after certain of admission to Paradise, 
The funeral was attended by over 
5000 Jews, every one of them deter- 
mined to come in contact with the 
body of the Rabbi. First of Al, they 
mobbed the funeral car on whith it 
was being carried, and in their frantic 
efforts either to kies or touch the 
shrowd, the corpse was crowded off the 
car several times. Then the police 
took a hand in the fracas, fought the 
crowd back, and in strong force es- 
corted the funerel car to the cemetery, 

When they arrived at the grave, 
there was more trouble. Fifty people 
or more were determined to help fill 
with earth the pillow-case thet was to 
be placed under the Rabbi's head, and 
they fought for the privilege Uke ats 
and dogs. After a while, however, the 
police succeeded in forming a cordon 
around the corpee, and with the help 
of fifteen grave-diggers, the body, 
swathed in white linen, was taken 
from its bier and laid in the ground, 
This hardly had been done, however, 
when the crowd who saw their lan 
chance of touching the shroud disap- 
pearing, made a rush, pushed back tue 

lice and swarmed around their salat.

FULLERTON 
BIG FIRE IN OLL FIELD. 

FULLERTON, May 22.~The most 
destructive fire which has occurred in 
the Fullerton oil fields broke out this 
morning at 2 o'clock on the property 
included in the Santa Fé Railroad 
Company's lease, and caused a loss of 
at least $10,000.

America is the home of the colossal 
and the vast. Infinite in resource, ris- 
ing to every task, bountiful beyond the 
needs of the people. it cannot be the 
permanent home of anarchy; the noral 
and mental squint will be straightened 
in succeeding generations, and order 
take the place of chaos.

BAIT TROLLING INDORSED. 

SANTA MONICA, May 22.— I want 
to fully indorse what was said in Sun- 
day's Times about the greater value of 
baited hooks in trolling as compared 
with bare hooks attached to bones,” 
said Capt. J. Addison Smith, the dean 
of the Ocean Park fishermen, today. 
“That point has been urged upon the 
professional! fishermen, but they refuge 
to be convinced, and generally the man 
who urges the point is classed by them 
as a rod-and-reed dandy, with a head 
full of finespun book theories that 
won't work out in practice. 

“Go where you will along the coast, 
and you will find that when the fish 
are running in big schools and raven- 
ous, they are ready to bite at almost 
anything. but when their appetite 
Wanes, a little difference in fishing gear 
makes a big difference in results. 

“As an instance. I may mention that 
one day last summer. when the mack- 
rel were running in big schools about 
the pleasure wharf, one of the rod-and- 
reel men exhausted his bait. He didn't 
want to take time to replenish his eup- 
ply; so he searched his pockets for a 
desirable lure. He tore a piece of 
tinfoil from about a chunk of plug to- 
baéco and wound the foil back of the 
hook. Then he tied a plece of red rib- 
bon to the hook and the way the mack- 
erel took that bait was surprising. 

“That was all very well for that day, 
but if the mackerel had not been 
ravenous a bona fide fish lure would 
have been required in order to hook 
any considerable number of fishes.”
